laige Tanks of Oil are in Flames— 
IVfo Hundred Men Engaged Try 
ing to Stay Their Progress. 


Tho Entire Tank Barm Threatened with 


Deotructlon-A Thousand Spootatorn 
Viewing tho Scoue

a grandly beautiful effect as the 
burning of a big oil tank. 
The 


Standard has a large number of these 
tanks about Lima and has been ex- 
tremely fortunate in escaping Jires, 
as they are excellent targets 1'or 
lightning's pranks and, when once 
started, there ie no quenching the 
ilames

storm 
which 
overhung 


hung the city, one of the Standard's 
big iron storage tanks on the John 
Kurmerly farm, south or the Adgatc 
pump statiou, about two miles south- 
west of the ciU wihstiutkbj li=ht 
ning about 10:.'!0 o'clock. Tlie elee 
trie lltiid struck tlie tank on the 
north side near the top, ripped open 
a large hole about ten feet wide and 
half way to the bottom. The tank was 
almost full of of oil, and the unctious 
ihiid took lire instantly. The Itames 
being pent up at first struggled to 
break their confines and linally sui 
ccedcd. 
Tjie roof at last fell in from 


the effects of the heat, and tliellames 
shot heavenward, twisting, seetbin0 
ind rolling in then mi|t<Hu beaut) 
until lost in the large clouds uf smoke 
which expanded into dark, murky 
folds, one upon another, until lost in 
the distance olf to the northwest. 
Fiery forks shot a hundred feet lung 
upward through the smoke as it

Some of the oil Hooding the embank- 
ments found its way into the space 
surrounding the other tanks and then 
took lire, but 
fortunately did not 


communicate witli them. 


As soon as the news reached the

allowing the burning oil to reach 
tliree of tlie otlier tanks two ol whicli 
soon yielded to the heaetand bursted.

tlie otlier tanks. There are three

The taxpayers of Lima will pay for 
the Intprovernent of Main and Mark- 
et streets through the Square their 
entire width outside the space occu- 
pied by the Electric Street Railway 
Company. In all cities where paving 
ss being done the desire of the tax- 
payers who are assessed for the 
im- 


provement is granted, and that should 
be 
the 
case 
in 
Lima.

ton, 
but other towns where both 


brick and asphalt have been used, 
namely, Hufl'alo, New York, Phila- 
delphia and others, is that asphalt is 
the more durable, consequently the 
cheapest in the end.

only eighteen cents difference in the

brick and asphalt people contract to 
keep the streets in repair for a per- 
iod of live years after 
tlieir comple- 


tion, but the constant tearing up and 
relaying of a street is a nuisance to 
the public. 


I l l s very doubtful 
if the brick 


paved streets in Dayton 
will stand 


another year's wear w.tliout having 
to undergo extensive repairs. At 
some places worn out brick are being 
taken out and replaced with new 
(uies. 
This causes an unevenness 


that cannot be overcome. 


The asphalt pavements in llayton 


have not undergone a cent's worth of 
repairs, as shown by the city engin- 
eer's report. In addition to the guar- 
antee to keep the streets in repair for 
n period of five years, they will also, 
if a city should require it, keep the 
streets in repair for another period ol 
1 


live years, for nine, cents per square 
yard per year. 
In addition their 


pavements are inspected 
at least 


twice a year. 


The brick advocates in Lima, who 


have evidently formed an opinion 
without a critical examination of the 
merits of asphalt, claim as one of 
tlieir strongest points, that the brick 
streets are the most easily torn up 
and relaicl when there are under- 
ground repairs to be made. To a per- 
son n<it having made an investigation 
of the matter this would seem right, 
but it is an erroneous impression. In 
front of a building on Third street in 
Dayton, occupied by dinner's big fur- 
niture store, a trench two feet wide 
was miiile for a water service to 
the 


opposite side of the street. 
An ax 


was used in cutting down through 
the asphalt, ami after the pipe had 
been put in and the dirt tamped,new 
concrete and asphalt was again laid, 
and in the course of an hour or so 
tlic street was 


IN AS lilKJJJ SIIAC1-; AS Illll-'rmK. 


This was over a year ago and 
the 


only thing to show where the cut was 
made is a dark line on each side of 
the. relaid part. There is no crack 
and the asphalt lias not settled. 
With the brick the experience has 
been different, and more money lias 
been expended on repairing places 
where the brick has settled on ac- 
count of trenches, etc., than on the 
entire system of asphalt. 


In Dayton the- same 
foundations 


are used for brick and asphalt—six 
inches of concrets, upon a well rolled 
surface. 
The cost of each kind of 


paving is varied by tlie amount of 
excavating to be done. The East 
Clayton block in Day ton costs $2.28, 
Oallwood block$2.44J, Porter repress- 
ed brick Sa,2!i'5, and Harden block 
$2.47. The-asphalt prices there aver- 
age not over $2.1)5. Some streets are 
below that figure and others above, 
but all of the same grade of asphalt. 
In the brick streets Dayton accepts 
nothing that absorbs over two per 
cent, but does not consider that a 
good test, alone. 


Another trouble Day ton has ex- 


perienced with her brick streets is 
that, the tar filling boils out in' iiot 
weather, causing the brick to become 
loose. .Concrete is used with more 
satisfaction, for filling. 
. As stated yesterday Dayton adver- 
tises for bids on all kinds of paving 
material. This is done for the pur- 
pose of keeping the 
figures down,

provement. The way Lama is going 
at the business allows no competition 
whatever.
